Hartford, Conn., April 2.—Gerald | 


Chapman, -extraordinary criminal, 
brought his defense against the charge 
of having murdered a New Britain 
policeman last October 12 to a cli- 
max today, when he took the stand 
himself and for more than an hour 
matched his wits with the _ state's 
prosecutor, Hugh M. Alcorn. 

At all times seemingly entirely at 
ease, the notorious prisoner slumped 
in the witness chair, one arm atop 
the railing surrounding it, and spoke 
Jow, even, unhurried tones. 
Walter E. Shean, his accuser, was 
a criminal and an associate of crimi- 
vals from all parts of the country, he 
asserted. Shean, “hapman said, con- 
ducted in the store ‘oom of his Spring- 
field. Mass., advert.sing concern, a de- 
pot for stolen goods shipped to him 
from all parts of the country by un- 
derworld characters to be disposed of 
on a commission basis. 

Admits Four Convictions. 

Chapman denied ever having been 
in New Britain: admitted he had four 
times heen convicted of crime; said 
he had “left” the federal prison at 
Atlanta “about March 26, 1923:” that 
he had known George “Dutch” An- 
derson, mail-looting “buddy,” 
nhout years and that he had 
met many of Shean’s§ associates- 
men dubbed by him as “Shean’s mob.” 

Under cross-examination, he refused 
to he rushed into answers at the hands 
of State’s Attorney Hugh M. Alcorn. 
Alcorn went into the prisoner's past 
life over the objections of Groehl, 
which Judge Jennings overruled.

White-Haired Father Takes 


AS HE LEAVES STAND :: 


Blame for Sins of Daughter

San Francisco, April 2.—White- 
haired Joseph Ellingson shouldered 
the sfns of Dorothy Ellingson, his way- 
ward, jazz-crazed daughter, in court 
Thursday. 

Waiving the murder of a wife he 
loved, for the sake of a stronger love 
for the strange child who shot her 
down, the bent and broken tailor de- 
clared he believed Dorothy crazy, and 
that his excessive use of liquor and 
his wifes mental vagaries were Tre- 
sponsible. 

Dorothy, her face white, whispered 
raucously to a police matron as he 
left the stand: ‘“‘He’s a damned old 
liar.” 

The stimulus of anger caused Dor- 
othy to bear up well through the fourth 
day of the hearing as to her sanity. 
She winced when the blue- steel re- 


volver with which she shot her mother 
was exhibited and identified, but soon 
recovered. She kept up a running 
comment to her attendants, as she 
eyed her father on the stand. 

Joseph Ellingson was far more af- 
fected by the sordid story he told with 
downeast eyes than his bobbed-haired 
daughter. wh as 

“T used liquor pretty heavily in 
the years before Dorothy was born, 
Ellingson said. 

Relating the purported attack upon 
him by Mrs. Ellingson a short time 


before Dorothy's birth and the moth- 
er’s mental state thereafter, the aged 
tailor plunged into a recita] of Dor- 
othy’s delinquencies dating from an 
early age. 

“One told me she and another girl 
stayed all night in a boxcar with a 
sailor,” he said in a low voice when 
asked of Dorothy’s life when she 
was 12. 

“She picked up with some boys 
and girls and remained away from 
home overnight, sleeping in the park 
with the boys and girls,” he related 
when Dorothy’s truancy was brought 
out by counsel for the defense. “She 
wouldn’t stay in schoo] and often 
played ‘hookey’ for weeks at a time. 

“Dorothy was disobedient at home 
and her mother, in remonstrating, often 
‘yelled’ at Dorothy,” he admitted. 

“Dorothy seemed to want to tell 
lies most of the time. We cou'dn'’t 
believe her,” declared Ellingson, add- 


ing that such had been the siate of 
affairs since Dorothy was il years 
of age. 

Twenty-one X-ray photegraphs of 
Dorothy’s teeth and jaws, pelvis and 
other parts of her body were intro- 
duced by the defense as evidence upon 
which Dr. Jandon Beal and other 
alienists are expected to base their 
claims of the girl’s abnormal struc- 
tural development.

DUELL IS FLAYED 
BY COURT AS Glot 
CASE IS DISMISSED 


Judge Suggests Indict- 
ment of Plaintiff for 
Perjury and His Disbar- 
ment as Lawyer. 


New York, April 2.—Federal. Judge 
Mack today put a dramatic finish to 
the trial of a suit to compe] Lillian 
Gish to make movies only for the com- 
pany headed hy Charles H. Duell. 

The court abruptly halted the testi- 
mony of a witness, dismissed the suit, 
ordered grand jury proceedings aimed 
at Duell’s indictment for perjury, and 


;further recommended that steps be 
taken to disbar him from practice as 
an attorney. 


Duell was ordered held in $10,000 
bail for grand jury action .on the 


eourt’s charge of perjury, but later 
was released in the custody of his 
brother, also an attorney. 

Duell Admits Failure. 


in which he declared: that he had 
no intention of making misstatements 
or falsehoods while testifying, but 
had been led innocently into a posi- 
tion that brought the charge of per- 
jury against him. 

“I consented, upon the initiative 
and urging vf my counsel,” Duell 
said, “to a decree in favor of Miss 
Gish, because of miy complete failure 
as a witness. I am certainly the 
world’s worst witness. I don’t know 
why I could uot understand the 
questions which were asked when I 
was testifying. T was utterly para- 
lyzed and benumbed.” 

Cites Mrs. Gish’s Letter. 

Duell included in his statement a 
letter which he said came from Mrs. 
Gish, in which the actress’ mother 
is quoted as writing: 

“If Lillian makes as geod a wife 
as she has been a daughter, your life 
together is going to be perfect and 
there is every indication that she 
will.” 

He also said he had letters and 
radiograms from Miss Gish, which 
proved that they were engaged. He 
snid that in these letters the word 
‘blue’ or “red” were code substi- 
tutes for “love.” 

Calls Duell Perjurer. 

The court said that, with one or 
two exceptions, he never had judged 
a case “of more flagrant, outrageous 
‘breach of trust and overreaching,” or 
one involving “more downright per- 
jury” than had been shown by Duell. 

“The only possible doubt that the 
court ever entertained’ as to the wil- 
fullness of the perjury arose yester- 
day,” said Judge Mack. “The doubt 
engendered was as to the possible san- 
ity of any man who thought or could 
think that he could get away with the 
tissue of falsehoods that were attempt- 
ed to be perpetrated on this court in 
the affidavits and in the testimony. 
That doubt as to ganity has not, how- 
ever. become a conviction with the 
court. The witness (Duell) in other 
proceedings may endeayor to establish 
that insanity as a defense.” 


Duell, Inc., a motion picture com- 
pany. He was head of [Inspiration 
Pictures, Ine., with which Miss Gish 
signed her contract, before it went 
into liquidation last fall.

116 airplanes. The cost of this was

“T am against an armed nation, but 
would not wish to say that a nation 
armed in time of peace corresponded 
te a nation nnarmed in time of war.

Not Chinese. 


German engineers in the interior 
of China in reporting their doings tell 
of the accuracy of Chinese astronomi- 
cal instruments found even in regions 
seldom frequented by white men. 
They think it nothing short of maryel- 
ous that the Chinese should have pro- 
duced such precise instruments with- 
out the aid of fairly modern ideas of 
equipment. The Germans ought to 
remember the case of the famous 
bronze instruments during the Boxer 
rebellion in 1900. It was then defi- 
nitely established that the instruments 
were the manufacture of the Jesuit 
Verbicst, a Belgian, one of the first 
white men to enter China in the sev- 
enteenth century. Portable cbhronom- 
eters, se@xtants, theodolites and mi- 
crometers, which the Germans seized 
upon so avidly at the time of the 
boxer war were of his make and thev 
astonished even the learned profes- 
sors of the German universities to 
whom they jwere shipped. The Jesuits, 
barred from preaching religion to the 
Chinese, entered the country as teach- 
ers of astronomy and mathematics. 
Several of them were in daily consul- 
tation with the emperor. One of the 
most astonishing things modern sur- 
veyors and travelers record is the fact 
that a few wandering European 
priests two hundred years ago tra- 
versed the immense empire and laid 
down on their maps the exact loca- 
tion of cities, mountains. and rivers 
With marvelous corregtness. <A Prot- 
estant historian, the German Gutz- 
laff. also states that “whatever is val- 
uable in Chinese astronomical science 
has been borrowed from the treatises 
of these early Jesuit missionaries.” Of 
course, the Jesuits oecasionally put 
in a little “propaganda for Christen- 
dom’ in their discourses with the 
mandarins. but that, in faet, was 
their mission and for that they were

I dined at Nini’s in a little, narrow 
alley-like sireet. It is a step from 
the Place du Tertre, and many a 
famous artist has drawn out a frugal 
meal there. Along the curbs were 
models and painters in corduroys sing- 
ing to guiters. 

Nini’s place is typically Parisian. 
The past is still the past there. You 
enter through the kitchen to be greet- 
ec by Nini herself. She has a robust 
end matronly figure and wears a 
snowy, creckling apron. She bas a 
ruddy face and sharp tongue. 

She hurls orders at the shivering 
man of all work—a patient creature 
perpetually cowed. Nini does all the 
cooking and her eccentricities of 
speech blend with her culinary skill. 
QGnly twice has she been down to 
Paris. He: world is Montmartre. 

Off the kitchen is the tiny dining 
room, seating about twelve. Ft is shin- 
ing. A small piano has bracketed coal 
oil lamps. Through the windows the 
moon was whitening the stones in the 
court. A long-haired poet stopped 
there to sing for sous flung in his 
velvet cap. 

Nini grevted ns with “You know 
Alex Woolcott. He is my good friend. 
Then she told a story that cannot be 
repeated here and lifted her glass of 
cognac, a rite that always precedes 
Ler cooking of the meal. As the pans 
rattled she berated the slinking sery- 
ant. 

Nini knows what wine is needed. 
There is poetry to her poulet roti 
avec pommes frites. Montmartre says 


Nini has grown rich. On gala oeca- 
sions she will wear her diamonds— 
clusters of them. 

In the afternoon I strolled through 
a little street known as rue Visconti. 
Voltaire lived there as did Delacroix, 
the great peinter. Also Balzac in the 
days when he dreamed of being a 
“reat pubiisher. But it interested me 
most because it was the street in 
which Oscar Wilde came to his tragic 
end. It is # garret room of a shabby 
lodging house at the Opper end of the 
street. On the top floor Wilde, whose 
works have made the whole world 
laugh and cry, died, deserted, friend- 
jess and alone. In this grimy little 
section the brilliant, sparkling mind 
refused to fuyction. During his final 
iIness he was cared for only by the 
patron of the little hotel and a kindly 
chambermaid. Two days before he died 
he sat all day looking out the win- 
dow—dreaming no doubt of the days 
when he was the toast of the highest 
society in London and Paris. His 
funeral was held from the Church of 
the Saint-Germain des Pres, and only 
a handful of fellow lodgers were pres- 
ent. Of such stuff is fame. 


The favorite rendezvous of Oscar 
Wilde, by the way, continues to be 
the most interesting spot in Paris to 
me. That is a sidewalk table in front 
of the Cafe de la Paix. Many exiled 
Americans consider this “vokel stuff.” 
They have the same attitude of the 
New Yorker toward those who ride in 
the sightseeing busses. It is easy to 
get a boy‘ out of the country. but dif- 
fieult to get the “country” out of the 
boy. I shali continue to enjoy sitting 
in front of the Cafe de.la Paix and 
riding in yap wagons to the end.

VARICOSIS. 

Drs. Robert F. Barber and Faud I. 
Shatara, surgeons in Lond Island Col- 
lege hospital, have observed that when 
by operation the blood has been 
shunted from the dilated or swovlen 
fvaricose) superficial veins, say of the 
leg, into other channels of which the 
deep veins of the leg are the impor- 
tant part, theses deeper veins never 
fail to handle the augmented blood 
stream adequately. They have noticed 
also that when they have followed 
varicose veins to the deep fascia ot 
membranous wrapping and split the 
fascia at the point of perforation by 
the vein, there is always an iimmedi- 
ate difference—the calibre of the ves- 
sel beyond or within the fascia being 
normal, the swelling, dilation vr vari- 
cosily being limited to that portion of 
the vein outside of the fascia and 
near the surface. 

Through careful dissectién studies 
Dr. Shatara has found that the present 
conception of valves-in the veins is 
not quite accurate. It has been the 
general belief of physicians that the 
valves in the veins prevent the blood 
from backing up in the veins and help 
to pass toward the heart. In the 
great vein (saphenous) which passes 
gown the inner front aspect of thigh 
and leg close under the skin and is 


usually the one most involved in vari- 
cosis, there are some eight or ten of 
these valves. But Dr.  Shatura finds 
that these valves are so placed chat 
blood readily flows from tre deeper in- 
to the superficial veins througn the 
perforating veins, so that, conirary to 
the established belief, the perforatiny 
veins serve as a spillway for the deep 
veins, relieving the tension in tne 
deep veins during mus-‘ular effort. 
But by means of special mensure- 
ments of ‘the pressure or tension 
Drs. Barber and Shatara have pretty 
thoroughly proved that incompetence 
of the dilation or swelling of the veins 
and that there is no actual backtlow 
of the blood in varicose veins. Ile- 
versed circulation does not oceur, ‘The 
vein valves do not become 
tent (that is, fail to prevent back 
pressure) until the veins have heen 
dijated for some time, 

The deeply placed veius in the thigh 
and leg have better muscular support 
than the superficial veias.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWELS. 
Combustion in Sleeping Kooi. 

I want to install a gas heater in my 
sleeping room (which is also my living 
room). It is to burn night and dvy, 
when needed. What one do you rec 
ommend. Please note that in tne 
circular  inclosed the advantages 
claimed for this particular heater in- 
clude the statement that no vent flues 
are necessary. (L. H. G.) 

Answer—Adequate arrangements to 
earry the products. of combustion out 
of the room are always necessary when 
anv kind of combustion is. concerned, 
and it is immaterial whether the fifel 
be coal, wood, oil, gasoline or gus. 
Various contrivances for heating with 
these various fuels may not be provid- 
ed with proper flue connections, but 
that is a commercial question and 
not one of hygiene. Ina sleeping room 
particularly, any stove (except electric 
heaters) which is not connected | to 
the chimney or provided with a pipe 
or duct to carry products of combus- 
tion out of the room is a menace to 
health and life itself. Of course it 1s 
sometimes possible to provide suffici- 
ent ventilation with open windows or 
doors to dilute the products of com- 
bustion with fresh air enough to pre- 
vent anv alarming accidents, but such 
an arrangement is never to apa 
upon when a fire 1s burning in the 
; ying room. 
— Wick Coal Oil Cook Stove. 

We live outside the gas district and 
therefore have to use a wick coal oil 
stove for cooking, the year round. 
What would you suggest to carry off 
the fumes? Where can It be pur- 
chased? (Mrs. W. T. Wa 

Answer—The wick coal oil stove 
should be made with regular pipe con- 
nectidn, as are gas ranges and coal 
and wood cookstoves. Of course, the 
products of combusion or “fumes, as 
you eall them, are the same with such 
a stove as they are when gas, coal or 
wood is burned. 

Self-Rising Flour. 

T hve been told self-rising flour is 
unhealthy? (Mrs. 5. C.) 

Answer—li is ordinary flour to 
which the baking powder is added be- 
fore packing. It is as wholesome as 
ordinary flour to which you add the 
baking powder when you are randy 
to bake. Alkalis tend to impair or 
destroy vitamins—and that is one ob- 
jection that has been raised against 
the use of baking powder rather than 
veast. But probably no deterioration 
of the comparatively insignificant 
amount of vitamin that remains 1n 
white flour when the mill hasgfinished 
“refining” it, occurs from the addition 


of the baking powder in the dry state.

Matty, himself, does not know 
Flynn’s whereabouts at present. 

Matty was a great hand in those 
days at picking out promising young- 
sters and polishing them up for fast- 
er- company.
